Another point I have in my mind is this. Who is a com- 
petent and absolutely honest broker through whom to sell? The 
trustees may have come to a decision on this point, but so far as I 
know they have not, and they would very much value your Opinion on 
the subject I am certain. 

Our first agent was Mr. Steigerwald, whose health at that 
time was badly impared,and who has since passed away. The trustees 
were somewhat shocked at the manner of his departure, and are very 
glad the estate lost no ciins as a result of it, but they want to be 
extra careful in any steps they take in the future. 

Besides the coins there is my father's extensive Numis- 
matic library to be disposed of, and that I suppose could be cata- 
logued by the same man who catalogues the coins, but need not be 
safeguarded by being sent to your building, where its bulk would 
certainly make it unwelcome. Would you advise selling the library 
piecemeal at auction, or would you advise trying to sell it as a 
whole at private sale?
